Senator Charles H. Ward, one of the 


Uat known nod abltttiiieu lu Newport 
County, died very luddeuly at iili b:>me 
lu Mlddlelewii ohoilly after midnight 
Monday night His health .had not 
bveu of the be»t for maiiy rnoulln, 
a weakness of the heart bringing on 
tluking spells fro'u ffhiob he sulTeted 
al Intervals. He had been lu Newport 
ai usual ou Monday, uud that evening 
he spent at work at :lhe deik at his 
b.oui6.._allbougbi he wis 
not feel-' 


lug well tben.i Boon/after go'lmf 'up. 
Btalra lo prepare for bed he was fatally 
sirlokeu' and died almost Immediately; 
His sudden demise wai a great ehocK 
to hla many filends all 'through the 
Slate, as he bad attained prominence 
among many dlflereut circles. A glooui 
w«s cast over ihe entire town of Mid- 
dlelowu, and practically 
all social 


gathetlngi hare been suspended for aa 
Indefinite period. 


Mr. Ward'wai a ruin of unusual 


energy and ofmorethau ordinary null- 
ity. Althougb.hu own private affairs 
made great demands upon hla time, he 
was ever ready lo awume additional 
duties when called upon.- He hid 
served hli town ID the Important ca- 
pacity of ireaturer for many years, per- 
forming thedulles of I hla office) lu a' 
very OHiintterit manner. He bad rep- 
resented hli town In (ho'General As- 
tembly for a loug time, at different In- 
tervals, aud hli valueUhere was, recog- 
nized by bta appointment upon impor- 
tant committees of. the Senate or House. 
He was conservative la his judgment, 
yet never.win opposed lo modern meth- 
ods when they nertt better than the old. 
In fact he was an advanced thinker, 
rendy at Mil limes foriiutiro/tfiuenl, but 
devoid of ladleallsm. 


Senator Ward.wasoue nf Ihe kind- 


liest of tueu, ready at all times to lend 
bis assistance t.i whomever might ueed- 
It. lita work in the church waaofiu- 
es-liniable value, and the clergy,' like 
others, had come tu look upou him s» 
a bulwark uf strength for the cause uf 
the church.

A wasp flics to a (lower and covers 


the front of Its body with the dust of 
the blossom. This Is moistened and 
mixed with1 the wax which Is secreted 
on the surface of the wasp's body. 
Then tho Insect repairs to nn old fence 
or other piece of weather worn wood 
that has a loose, fuzzy, fibrous surface. 


Tho wasp rubs Itself on this iiurous 


matter Just as It did ou the dust of 
tho flower, and a layer of such matter 
adheres to the Insect's body and be- 
comes mingled with war.
